Robson a romantic 
says Butcher 


England giant Terry Butcher is the man in the Eng- 
land squad who knows manager Bobby Robson better 


than anyone else. 

ft was Robson who gave 
8utcher, the 27-year-old Sin- 
gapore-born central defend- 
er, his chance as a youngster 
at ipswich. 

The two know each other 
inside out and Butcher said: 
“The boss is probably as hap- 
py at this moment as at any 
time since he took the Eng- 
land job. 

“He has all his players to- 
gone: in a club atmosphere, 

@ can work with them every 
day and he is chasing a really 
important target. That's Bob- 
by’s ideal combination. 

“He's really a romantic, but 
he has learned to be a realist. 
He knows you must keep 
possession when you are 
three goals up, that 
doesn't stop him fetting fly 
from the bench if the bail goes 
from the half-way line right 
back to the ‘keeper.”” 

Butcher came into the side 
2s 2a 1.86 metre gangling 
youngster and in the early 
days even the most fervent of 
ipswich fans wondered if he 
really had the qualities to sur- 
vive at the top. 


But on May 31, 1980, he 
made his England debut, 
alongside his then club mate 
Russell Osman, in a 2-1 win 
over Australia in Sydney. 

A year later Ipswich 
achieved top European recog- 
nition with victory in ec 
UEFA cup final. While the er- 
ratic Osman has fong since 
falien by the wayside at inter- 
national level, Butcher is 
ing into his second Worid up 
finals as an undisputed mem- 
ber of the side. 

The break-up of the suc- 
cessful Ipswich team left him 
as the king there. He has been 
a tower of strength and ips- 
wich would have lost First Di- 
vision status with far less of a 
fight had it not been for its 
captain's dominant 
performances. 

Relegation, after 10 years 
at Ipswich, broke Butcher's 
heart. Itis hard to imagine him 
leaving the only area he has 
known since childhood but a 
big money transfer seems 
inevitable. 

For the time being, smougss:

Australian referee 
Chris Bambridge was 
criticised unfairly over a 
controversial incident in 
which a shot from Spain’s 
Michel hit the underside 
of the bar, crossed the 
Brazilian goal line then 
bounced out.

At the time it was 0-0 and the 
Spanish players protested furi- 
ously to Brambridge who was 
unmoved.

Bambridge in fact, turned 
in a fine display and kept a 
tight rein on a match which 
could have got out of hand, 
given the hot-headed tem- 
perament of some of the play- 
ers on the pitch. 

He handed out just two yel- 
low cards — to Spain's Julio 
Alberto and Brazil's Branco — 
and for a few minutes after dis- 
allowing the goal was careful 
not to let the anger of the Span- 
iards be translated into vicious 
fouls. 

The goal that decided the 
issue came in the 63rd min- 
ute, not long after Michel’s 
disallowed goal.

Georgi Dimitrov under- 
lined his reputation as one 
of the world’s finest

“Ttaly disappointed,” North- 
ern Ireland's coach Billy Bing- 
ham said. “There was very 
little fuent play and frankly, 
on this performance, I can't 
see the Italians repeating their 
success of Spain in °82.” 

“Our main concern is to for- 
get this game,” Italy’s coach 
Enzo Bearzot said. “Our World 
Cup begins with the game 
against Argentina. The danger 
is that the draw will affect the 
morale of our players.” 

“We deserved the tie,” Bul- 
garian ceach Ivan Vutsov 
said. “It was not an outstand- 
ing game technically, but we 
felt the pressure frem playing 
the World Cup epener, and 
whoever plays the defending 


champien first dees not do 
well” 











“The Italians made the fatal 
error of believing they had 
won. They conceded a goal 
when they least expected it. 
The Italians forgot that the 
game is not over until the ref- 
eree blows the final whistle,” 
former Peruvian soccer star 
Teofilo Cubillas said. 

“It should have been 1-0 in 
favor of Italy according to 
what was seen, but in soccer, 
goals decide the outcome,” 
Denmark’s coach Sepp Piontek 
Said. 

“The final score was justifi- 
able. Bulgaria took advantage 
ofa lapse in the Italian defence 
to score a desperation goal. I 
liked the play of both teams,” 
Said Mexico’s star forward 
Hugo Sanchez. 

Thousands of Mexicans who 


couldn't afford tickets turned 
out to watch the opening game 
on open-air television screens 
in low income districts. 

Cuemanco, on the southern 
outskirts of the capital in the 
Xochimilco district, was filled 
with. carnival rides, a circus 
tent and dozens of stalls selling 
World Cup souvenirs, handi- 
crafts, clothes and food from 
hot dogs to tacos. 

At the Azteca, Italy scorned 
the sparkling seccer which 
led to its ultimate triumph in 
Spain four years ago. . 

Italy fielded five survivors 
from its victorious side of four 
years ago and striker Sandro 
Altobelli, who claimed the 
third goal in the 3-1 win against 
West Germany in the 1982 f- 
nal, was first to get off the 
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mark in 1986 when he opened 
the scoring after 43 minutes. 

But the Bulgarians, who had 
all but disappeared after Alto- 
belli’s opener, scored a stun- 
ning equaliser six minutes 
from time when Nasko Sirakov 
rose above the Italian defence 
to steer a perfectly directed 
header past goalkeeper Gio- 
vanni-Galli: 

Italy went in front when, 
following a foul on Bruno Con- 
ti, Antonio Di Gennaro swung 
over an outswinging free kick 
from the right and Altobelli 
Squeezed between two de- 
fenders to beat Bulgarian 
goalkeeper Borislay Mikhai- 
lov with a nicely struck side- 
footed volley- 

With Paolo Rossi, the hero of 
Spain, sitting forlornly among 
the 100 ,000-plus spectators, Al- 
tobelli turned in a devastating 
display aided by newcomer 
Giuseppe Galderisi.

Blokhin aims for 100 


Oleg Blokhin will strut the Mexican stage as the 
USSR's greatest-ever forward, yet just over a year and 
a half ago he thought his international career was 


finished. 

Blokhin had been dropped after the USSR‘s 0-1 loss to the 
Republic of freland in Dublin. The official explanation of his ab- 
sence from the next few internationals was a “hamstring inju- 
ry”. Blokhin, though, still was fit enough to play club football! 

it is expected that Blokhin will become the first Soviet to 
make 100 international appearances. He should reach that mile- 
stone in Mexico. 

Blokhin is one of two Soviets to win the European Footballer 
of the Year award. Blokhin won that honor in 1975. The other 
was Lev Yashin, one of the best goalkeepers of all time. 

Blokhin comes from a famous Ukranian sporting family. His 
mother was the Soviet champion over 400 and 800 metres and 
was decorated with the coveted title of Distinguished Master of 
Sport. His father was a footballer and at the end of his career 
worked for the Ukranian Football Federation as supervisor of 
apprentices and student footballers. 

Blokhin is a gifted athlete. His best time for 100 metres is 10.8 
seconds and his colleague at the Krev athletic club he joined asa 
teenager was the great Valeryi Borsov, 1972 Olympic gold med- 
allist and the fastest man in the world at the time. 

“tf Blokhin had decided to be a sprinter and concentrated 
fully on athletics, he would have been among the best in the 
country,” said Borsov. 

8lokhin‘s main assets are his speed, ball control, tremendous 
shot and a very high conversion rate of scoring chances. He is 
mobile, technically highly gifted and has shown great initiative 
in trying the unusual.

Zico has been recognised 
as a world-class player for the 
past decade. His biggest 
problem, until last year, was a 
spate of injuries. 

Then came the bombshell. 
Zico, playing with leading 
Italian club Udinese at the 
time, faced charges of tax 
evasion. 

Zico and Udinese parted. 
He returned to Grazil amid ru- 
mors that the charges against 
him may lead to a ban by 
F.LF.A. Zico’s career. could 
have been over. 

That ban never eventuated 
and Zico and the Brazilian au- 
thorities have been strangely 
reticent about the result of 
the investigation concerning 
the tax evasion charges. 

The magistrate leading the 
investigation found Zico 

guilty. He was fined 
$1, 600,000 and sentenced to 

eight months’ imprisonment. 
By then Zico was back in the 
safety of Brazil, with his old 
club Flamengo. He didn’t 
serve the jail sentence and it’s 
still not clear whether he paid 
the fine. 

One thing's for certain. Had 
the matter dragged on, the 
ensuing legal wrangle would 


‘have denied the world from 


watching this multi-talented 
megastar in action in Mexico. 


Jockey 

Zico was 14 when he first 
tried out with Flamengo. The 
coach at the time, Modesto 
Bria, didn't like what he saw 
when the skinny kid turned up 
to play. 

“§ thought you were bring- 
ing me a footballer, yet you've 
brought me a jockey,” said 
8ria to the Flamengo scout 
who had spotted Zico. 

More out of kindness than 
anything else, Bria told Zico 
to pull his boots on and join a 
practice match, 

Zico was changed in three 
minutes but Bria was in no 
hurry to send him on.

The Portuguese clinched a 
last-gasp place by sending West 
Germany to a first-ever World 
Cup qualifier defeat thanks to 
a 25-metre drive from CaHos 
Manuel. 

Back home that same Octo- 
ber night, one old man died in 
front of his television set as he 
watched the drama unfolding. 

The result qualified Portugal 
for the finals for only the sec- 
ond time. Its debut came in 
1966 when it took third place 
after four Eusebio goals had 
brought it back from 3-0 down 
against North Korea in the 
quarter-finals. 

Manager now is one of Por- 
tugal’s players then, the for- 
mer Benfica centre-forward 
Jose Torres who took over in 
1984 after his country’s Euro- 
pean Championship campaign 
died with a dramatic semic-fi- 
nal defeat by France.

It remains to be seen whether the 1986 
World Cup finals will be remembered for the 
quality of the football but the tournament 
promises to be the biggest sports extravan- 
ganza ever mounted. 

An estimated television audience of 10 bil- 
lion — more than twice the world population - 
will sit through the first 51 games and over 
one billion wili tune into the final on June 29. 
_ The worldwide interest is in stark contrast with 
the early days of the World Cup which was the brain- 
child of Frenchman Jules Rimet, president of FIFA 
from 1920-54 and after whom the original trophy was 
named. 

That solid gold Jules Rimet Cup is now the proper- 
ty of Brazil, winner in 1958-62-70, and the 24 1986 
finalists are competing for what is simply called the 
FIFA World Cup, currently in the possession of Italy. 

Hopefully, the likes of Maradona, Platini and Zice 
will provide mements to treasure because the previ- 
ous 12 finals are rich in the folklore of football. 


URUGUAY 1930 , 

Just 13 countries decided to enter the inau- 
gural tournament, which was eventually won 
by the host nation. 

The four Europeans — Belgium, Romania, Yuge- 
stavia and France — travelled to South America on 
the same ship — the journey took two weeks — and 
courteously called into Rio de Janeire to pick up the 
Brazilians. 

On Sunday July 13, France and Mexico had the 
honor of staging the first-ever Werid Cup tie, the 
French winning 4-1. 

But it was the final on July 30 between Uruguay 
and near-neighbors Argentina which assured the 
World Cup of an honored place on the sports 
calendar, 

Although 10 special boats sailed from Buenos 
Aires for the final, only eight docked in Montevideo 
in time for the game. The rest were delayed by fog. 

Inside the stadium, the 90,000 frenzied fans who 
had secured tickets created a cauldron of noise with 
their firecrackers and rockets and the atmosphere 
intensified when both finalists insisted on using 
their own match ball. 

Belgian referee John Langenus settled the issue 
by walking on to the pitch carrying a ball under each 
arm. 

Argentina won the toss for the choice éf ballin the 
first half and Uruguay won the cup, designed by 
French sculptor Abel Lafleaur, with a deserved 4-2 
victory after trailing 2-1 at the interval. 

The Uruguayan embassy in Buenos Aires was 
stoned the following day ... but the World Cup was 
here to stay. 


ITALY 1934 

For the only time, the holder refused to 
defend the trophy and the host again tri- 
umphed in a 17-nation knockout tournament, 
much to the delight of Benite Mussolini. 

The now-accepted format of first-phase groups 
has its critics but Argentina and Brazil were ex- 
tremely disenchanted after travelling 13,000 km for 
one game. 

Argentina was beaten 3-2 by Sweden while Brazil 
Jost 3-1 to Spain in the first round. Mexico did not 
even make it into the competition proper — it was 
beaten by the United States in a playoff for the 1éth 
piace in the draw. 

Italy and Czechoslovakia met in the final in front 
of a crowd of 55,000 in Rome and the Czechoslovaks 
led 1-0 until eight minutes from time. 

Then Italian forward Orsi — one of three Argen- 
tines in the side — equalised with a freakish loeb 
which curled over the head of goalkeeper Planicka 
and Schiavio scored again in extra time to give Italy 
the first of its three titles. 

The next day, Orsi tried to repeat his effort for the 
benefit of photegraphers — but gave up after 20 
attempts. 


FRANCE 1938 
Italy silenced the critics who said it would 
not have wen four years earlier if it had 
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played on foreign soil, though politics kept 
away a number of top nations. 

Austria qualified but withdrew — though some of 
its star players appeared in the colors of Germany 
— Spain was ravaged by civil war, Argentina pulled 
out when it failed in its bid to host the finals and 
Uruguay again stayed away. 

Brazil and Poland combined to produce one of the 
all-time great World Cup ties in Strasbourg, the 
South Americans winning 6-5 after extra-time 
thanks to four goals from striker Leonidas — who 
played barefoot fer a spell. 

Colaussi and Piola scored two goals apiece as Italy 
beat Hungary 4-2 in the final in Paris and the trophy 
would remain in Europe for 12 years. 

At the outbreak of World War II, Jules Rimet re- 
claimed the cup from the Italian FA and it remained 
under his bed until peace returned to Europe. 


BRAZIL 1950 

Against all the odds, Uruguay became 
champion for the second time when it beat 
the host in what is remembered as “The final 
which was not a final”. 

There were other talking points ... the United 
States, whose only ambition was to avoid “a cricket 
score”, beat England 1-6 in Belo Horizonte ... and 
Sweden’s amateurs beat Italy 3-2 in Sao Paulo. Eight 
of the Swedes promptly found themselves playing in 
the Italian first division the following season. 

But it was the unusual format which provided the 
controversy. 

Uruguay, Brazil, Sweden and Spain qualified to 
meet in a mini-league play-off and the hosts, with 
the devastating front three of Zizinho, Ademir and 
Jair, started brilliantly by beating the two Europe- 
ans 7-1 and 6-1 respectively. 

Brazil needed only a draw against Uruguay to 
collect the trophy for the first time but its attack- 
minded side left gaping holes in defence and the 
Uruguayans won 2-I to join Italy as double winners. 


SWITZERLAND 1954 

If Uruguay’s success was unexpected, West 
Germany’s triumph was a sensation. 

Hungary arrived in Switzerland with one of the 
most dazzling line-ups ever assembled, including 
Puskas, Bozsik, Kocsis and Hidegkuti. 

The Hungarians were reigning Olympic champi- 
ons, were unbeaten in their last 28 internationals 
and had humiliated England 6-3 at Wembley and 7-1 
in Budapest. 

Everything went according to the script at the 
start of the tournament. Korea was annihilated 9-0 
and West Germany was dispatched 8-3 in the first 
phase group matches. 

But the first hint that all was not well in the Hun- 
gary camp arose in the quarter-finals when the usu- 
ally well-disciplined Hungarians became involved 
in the infamous “Battie of Berne” with Brazil. 

Bozsik and Brazilians Nilton Santos and Tozzi 
were sent off during disgraceful scenes on the pitch 
and the fighting continued in the dressing rooms 
after the final whistle. 

Despite its earlier humiliation, West Germany re- 
covered its composure to join Hungary in the final in 
Berne, although the Germans must have felt a sense 
of deja vu when Puskas and Csibor scored within the 
first seven minutes. 

But in an astonishing turnaround, West Germany 
went on to win 3-2, winger Helmut Rahn emerging as 
the hero of the hour with two goals. 


SWEDEN 1958 

Brazil finally won the trophy and gave the 
world its first glimpse of a 17-year-old phe- 
nomenon called Pele. 

He burst into the headlines when he scered the 
only goal against Wales in the quarter-finals, col- 
lected a hat-trick in the 5-2 defeat of France in the 
next round, and added two more against Sweden in 
the final - which also ended 5-2, 

Brazil’s triumph was salt in the wounds of Argen- 
tine fans, however, and thousands turned up at Bue- 
nos Aires airport to pelt their team with rotten 
tomatoes, fruit and stones following heavy defeats 
against West Germany and Czechoslovakia.

With all the hoo-ha over the heat and the

Although Frenchman Juste Fontaine scored 13 
goals in Sweden, a record which still stands, Pele 
was the King of Football and his reign would last — 
on and off — for 12 wonderful years. 


CHILE 1962 

Like Mexico in 1986, Chile had to stage the 
1962 World Cup finals after a series of devas- 
tating earthquakes and its courage was re- 
warded when it went on to finish third. 

Brazil triumphed again — but without Pele this 
time. The great man scored in the opening game 
against Mexico but limped out of the tournament 
when he tore a muscle in the second group match 
against Czechoslovakia. 

Even without Pele, Brazil was a joy to behold and 
his replacement Amarildo scored both goals in the 2- 
1 win over Spain in the next game ... Pele was so 
pleased he leapt into the team bath fully clothed to 
congratulate his understudy after the game. 

The Czechoslovaks, inspired by their legendary 
halfback line (they still had such things 24 years 
ago) of Pluskal, Masopust and Popluhar, also made it 
to the final in Santiago. 

As against Italy in 1934, Csechoslovakia took the 
lead but was then let down by an uncharacteristic 
display from goalkeeper Schroif. 

He was badly out of position when Amarilde equa- 
lised from an acute angle at the near post and was at 
fault again when he lost sight of the ball in the sun 
and allowed Vava to score the decisive third goal. 


ENGLAND 1966 


Another victory for a host nation — though 
for a time it appeared there would be no cup 
to present. 

The Jules Rimet trophy was stolen while on dis- 
play in London and a massive police search proved 
fruitiess. It was eventually found by a collie dog 
called Pickles, who pawed it out from under a bush 
in a park. Pickles’ owner received a Stg6,000 (cur- 
rently $A12,623) reward and the thief, who had de- 
manded Stgis5,000 (currently $A31,559), received a 
two-year jail sentence. 

Brazil’s hopes of the hat-trick disintegrated in its 
first match when Pele hobbled off the pitch draped 
in a blanket, a bruised and battered victim of the 
Bulgarian defence. 

The hosts, with three players of genuine world 
class in goalkeeper Gordon Banks, defender Bobby 
Moore and midfielder Bobby Charlton won a thrill- 
ing final against West Germany at Wembley where 
striker Geoff Hurst put his name in the record book 
with a hat-trick in the 4-2 extra-time victory. 

But it was North Kerea that wen the hearts of the 
fans. I¢ beat a much-vaunted Italian line-up 1-0 to 
reach the quarter-finals and actually led Portugal 3- 
0 in the first half before Eusebio launched a one-man 
demolition job of the North Korean defence by scor- 
ing four of his side's five geals. 


MEXICO 1970 


Despite vowing never to play in another 
World Cup, Pele was back — better than ever 
— as Brazil won the Jules Rimet trophy out- 
right by becoming champions for the third 
time. 

Coldoaldo, Gerson and Rivelino were a “dream” 
midfield while Pele had two notable fieutenants in 
Tostao and Jairzinhe, who scored in every match, in 
attack. 

Italy reached the final courtesy of a nerve-jan- 
gling victory over West Germany in the semi finals 
where it emerged 4-3 winner in extra-time. 

West Germany was undoubtedly exhausted by its 
efforis in the previous round when it came from 2-0 
down to beat England 3-2. 

The final in the Aztec Stadium was a 99-minute 
football fiesta as the magical Brazilians teased and 
tormented the normally redoubtable Italian 
defence. 

Pele headed Brazil! in front . . . Roberto Bonin- 
segna equalised ... and that was the cue for the 
Brazilians to unleash their full attacking power as 
further goals by Gerson,Jairzinho and captain Car- 
los Alberto made the final scoreline 4-1.

(And I loathe to bore you 


by pointing out the dif- 
ferences except to say 
that, in a nutshell, the 
Australian proposal 
calls for matches at 
night, when the average 
temperature is below 25 
degrees, with a mid- 
summer break to the 
season during the hot- 
test weeks.) 


Ironically, I believe by 


the end of this World 
Cup month, perhaps the 
opposite will have been 
proven: that the heat 
will generate better, 
more palatable football, 
as it did in 1976. 


The game will become 


slower, skill will be- 
come crucial and the 
ball will do most of the 
work. 


I was interested to hear of 
the comments made by 


APIA’s recent Polish 
import Janusz Baran

when asked of his views 
on Australian soccer. 


He said it is being played 


super-fast but the ball 
remains super-slow, 
which means players 
work their butts off, do- 
ing everything at a mil- 
lion miles an hour, but 
lack the skill to make 
an accurate pass. 


So what we have is a mad 


rush where the game 
appears to be played 
fast but in fact it takes 
ages for the ball to be 
played from one end of 
the field to the other. 


And the shortage of skill 


is not the only culprit. 
The very speed at 
which everything is 
done, the tackling as 
well as the passing, is 
the main suffocating 
factor. 


It all adds up to a 90-min- 


ute maze where the at- 
tacker has no time to 
pass so he makes error 
after error, and the de- 
fender has no time to 
tackle so he fouls. 


That was the reason for

WEST GERMANY 1974 


The West Germans followed the path of 
Uruguay (1930), Italy (1934) and England 
(1966) by taking full advantage of playing on 
home soil to collect the new FIFA World Cup. 


With Brazil a cruel caricature of its 1970 team, the 
Netherlands assumed the role of entertainers and if 
Pele was no longer around te delight the eye, there 
was Johan Cruyfi. 

That the “European Brazilians” failed in the final, 
was due almost entirely to the incomparable Gerd 
Meuller. 

The Dutch had been in thrilling form throughout 
the tournament, particularly in their 4-0 and 2-0 de- 
feats of Argentina and Brazil, and they began the 
final in dazzling form. 

Just three minutes into the game, Gruyff set off on 
a mesmerising sole run and when he was pulled 
down, Johan Neeskens cooly netted from the penalty 
spot. 

For the next 30 minutes, the Dutchmen were the 

complete masters as the West Germans tried to cope 
with their flowing and inventive football. 
« Ironically, the goal came at the other end. Paul 
Breitner was felled in the box as he weaved in on 
goal and the second penalty of the match put the 
West Germans level. 

Two minutes before the interval, Mueller, “Der 
Bomber”, struck a typical goal from close in — his 
68th and most important in internationals. 


ARGENTINA 1978 


A wave of national hysteria carried Argen- 
tina to triumph, though for the second succes- 
sive time the Netherlands were arguably the 
best team in the tournament despite the ab- 
sence of Cruyfi. 

Argentina, outplayed by Italy in a first phase 
group match which it lost 0-1, squeezed into the final 
on goal difierence at the expense of Brazil thanks to 
a 6-0 victory over the inept Peruvians. 

But the Argentinians did have outstanding players 
in Mario Kempes, Daniel Passareila and Osvaldo 
Ardiles. 

Before the kickoff to the final Argentine captain 
Passarella objected te a light plaster Dutch mid- 
fielder Rene van de Kerkhof was wearing on his 
hand to protect an injured bone, 

After a long harangue, italian referee Sergio Gon- 
ella finally persuaded van de Kerkhof to remove the 
“offending” plaster and the game got underway 30 
minutes late. 

Kempes shot Argentina ahead but the Dutch grad- 
ually took control and Dick Naninga duly equalised, 
Argentina found new heights in extra-time, how- 
ever, and Kempes and Daniel Bertoni earned a 3-1 
victory. 


SPAIN 1982 


After becoming “born-again adventurers” 
in mid-tournament, Italy scored an unexpect- 
ed third success and this time the world wept 
with Brazil. 

With Zico, Socrates and Falcae choreographing 2 
soccer ballet in every game, the Brazilians went into 
their final group game against Italy needing only 2 
draw te reach the final. 

Instead, it was the rejuvenated Jtalians who ran 
out 3-2 winners with Paulo Rossi netting a hat-trick. 
Without doubt Italy deserved te win that game... but 
Brazil deserved the World Cup. 

Italy’s final opponent in Madrid was West Ger- 
many, which had made an unsatisfactory journey 
through the first two phases. 

A cynical 1-0 goal win over Austria in the first 
round aflowed both teams to go through on goal dif- 
ference and it took a nerve-tingling penalty shoot- 
out to dispose of France in a wonderful game in 
Seville — marred only by a horrific foul on Patrick 
Batiston by West German goalkeeper Toni 
Schumacher. 

Justice was done, however, when Rossi, Marco 
Tardelli and Alessandro Altobelli made Breitner’s 
reply for West Germany meaningless.

J.U.S.T. has a full squad 
from which to choose at 
Schintler Reserve on Sunday 
as Viatko Belic has recovered 
from injury, and vojislav Vuk- 
cevic, the sweeper, is back 
after suspension. What's 
more, J.U,S.T. was hoping to 
sign another defender, Steve 
Dimovski, from State League 
club Western Suburbs. Di- 
movski is a former J.U.S.T. 
junior. 

J.U.S.T. has been by far the 
most entertaining, skilful and 
artistic team in Australia so far 
this year, and it has comple- 
mented those qualities with 
physical courage and hair-trig- 
ger sharpness. 

But Melbourne Croatia also 
delighted the masses with its 
pre-season form, only to slump 
disastrously when the going got 
tough. J.U.S.T. coach Dragos- 
lav Sekularac experienced the 
toughest opposition possible 
during his reign as one of the 
world’s finest footballers, so he 
knows that success walks hand- 
in-hand with failure. Only a 
top-class performance can 
ward off the challenge of Ju- 
ventus which, after all, is the 
reigning Australian champion, 

Whether J.U.S.T. can pro- 
duce its flair against the Ju- 
ventus stars remains to be 
seen. Juventus keeps it tight 
and plays a percentage game, 
but J.U.S.T. probably will be 
faster to the ball and a bit 
cleverer. 

While the Brazilian-style 
Samba approach has been 
J.U.S.T.’s passport to glory this 
season, Wollongong has 
climbed up the ladder with the 
more dour qualities of organi- 
sation, marking, closing down. 

Sydney Olympic has players 
of great flair in Chris Kalantzis 
and, although he’s been out of 
form, } Soper.
